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Theſe vlurers ( no doubt) are poſſeſſed with ſome great ma- 
ſer deuill - they leepe ſo deadly in ſinne, that hard it is to a⸗ 
wake them, and therefoze to themſelues 3 leaue them. 
Some thinke the bozrower to be an offender as well as 
the lender, but J am not of that minde : foz God knoweth 
ze ſoule, whereas he is entoꝛced thzongh extreame necoſ9 EH. 
ie, without any euil intent, would be glad to bozrow free⸗ 
ty: but be is conſtrained to pꝛap hartelp, and pay derely ; (

few wel executed: they p:ofeſſe equitie and iuſtice, vet will 
neither take wzong noz doe right. They ars apt and readie Preach-z. 
to reuenge euerie litle trifle committed againſt themſelues, 
but regard not mol grenons offenceg committed agaynſt 
God: àgaynſt him they fauour, the truth will not be heard: 
but againſt him towards whom they haue conceiued ſome 
ſecret diſpleaſure,they will not ſticke to ſet their hands and 
ſcales, They ſuffer all the Country to be choked and vexed 
with filthie whozemongers,d2onken maltwozmes,andivle 
vagabonds. whereas the filth of a pꝛiuie, the ſtinke of deads 
carrion,q the oꝛdure of Cities do not ſo much infec the aire, 
as that curſed crue infeceth the common wealth: and pet 
theſe hoꝛrible vices remaine ſtill vnpuniſhed, bozne withall, 
and lightly paſſed ouer, ſo long till they are growen almoff 
incurable.

Solon being aſked what beſt pzeſerned a common wealth, 
quoth he, when (ubtecs obey the Pagiltrate, e magiftrateg 
the lawes : but they lepe in ſinne themſelues, and ſuffer o- 
— to doe the like, and therefoꝛe it is high time to awake 
Fozaſmach as officers appointed in authoꝛitie fo gonerne 
in the Church oz common wealth, doe not execute the iudge⸗ 
ment of man, but of God himſelf, who ſeeth the verie ſecrets 
of the hart, who hath neither reſpect ol perſons,noz recciueth 
bꝛibes: It ſtandeth them in hand fo be wiſe. diligent, x cir⸗ 
cumſped in their callings fo examine by lawe, dirca by iu⸗ 
flice,and conclude by conſcience : to keepe cquitie, and deli⸗ 
ner the opp2eſſed : — as thoſe which goucrne well are ac- 
counted woꝛthie of double honour, ſo are thoſe that neglect 
their duetie, wozthie ol double puniſhment. Mercie is gran⸗ 
ted to the ſimple, ſaith the wiſe man, but thoſe that are ſet in 
authoꝛitie.ſhall be ſoze puniſhed. 

Though our Pꝛeachers haue bene very paineful! and di- 
ligent in diſcharging their ductie in ſome meaſure , pet is 
there noted a great fault in many: who haue gone ſo farre in 
ſeeking refo2mation in doctrine, that the people are grolen 
to a plapne defoꝛmation in life and manners: againe, they 
make great outcries againſt vice in general tearmes, but ei 
ther they dare not, oꝛ will not tel men their particular faults 


to their faces: againe, they are verie vehement and hot as a 


toſte in repꝛehenſion. amongſt the inferioꝛ ſoꝛt where ſmal 
leſt offences are, but in ſpeaking againſt extoztion, rm, 
n 
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ſion, bꝛiberie x ſuch other hozrible crimes raigning amongſt 
the ſuperio powers, they are very faint, and cold as a ſtone; 
And as a learned man ſaid once,they are like cockes nipped 
with kites clawes, they tackle, but they crow not. Againe, 
they haue gone ſc farre beyond the boundes of modeſtie, in 
ſcarching and ripping the blemiſhes and infirmities ol their 
fellowes in open place, as their calling is almoſt bought to 
a1 open contempt, 

Spirituall Paſfours amongſt our elders, were had in 
great eſtimation and credit, but in theſe our wꝛetched daies, 
they are rather diſdapyned, enuied, and deſpiſed, inſomuch as 
though a graduat in ſcholes,oz a Gentleman by birth, pet 
the very habit and name of a miniſter,ſeemeth ſo to diſgrace 
his credit and eſtimation, as enery inferio2 perſon is pꝛefer⸗ 
red i thought wozthy to take his place befoze him. And as 
the foure cardinal vices in the ſuperioz ſozt befoze touched, 
are moſt grieuous to the pcople, and cauſe of great inconne- 
nience in the common wealth: ſo there be thꝛæ ſoꝛts of men 
molt grienous to the clergie,and the chicfe cauſe of that, in 
tollerable confenipt of their function. 

The firſt are couetous Patrones, who are ſo greatlie in⸗ 
fected with the golden dꝛopſie. as their church dees wil not 
be opened without a ſiluer key. Be that will haue a Church 
liuing(what other god gifts ſo euer he be indued withal)be 
mult needs bzing this learning with him, to know who was 
Pelchizedecks Father and other, ozelſe a diſh of maſter 
Latimers apples, o he may cough fo2 any benefice; 

The P2ophet Dauid being willing to ſhew kindnes vnto 


Hannon, as his Father Nahas had ſhewed fauour to him, King. 30 


ſent his ſernants to comfozt him in his heauinefſe : but the 


pzinces & nobles of Bannon perſuading him that they were ron. 15 


ſpies ſent to ſearch the Citie, toke Dauids ſeruantes, and 
haued halfe their beards, and cut off their garments harde 
by their buttockes, and ſo ſent them awaie , nd enen in 
like manner doe gredie Patrones deale with pooze Mini⸗ 
ſters. whome God hath ſent vnto them with the Goſpell of 
peate, gelding, paring.pouling, and cutting ofthe beards and 
ſkirts of Church liuings, ſo as they are made but ſeruantes 
und ſlaues to their Patrenes, and bꝛought ſo bare fo: the 
moſt part, that they haue not ſuſticieut to maintains —

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ſelues with thin diet and ſimple clothes, and line ont ol debt, 
noz able to giue a dzaught of (mal dꝛinke at their doe:ſo as 
after their deteaſe, a number of their wiues 4 childzen may

Jn tunes paſt, not onely the Papiſts of a blind zeale, but 
alſo the verie heathen, haue bin alwates very beneficial and 
bountiful to their Pꝛieſts and ſothſapers. Pharao was a 
cruell tyꝛant, yet in the time of famine, he had a ſpecial care 
foz his pziefts, Jeſabel a moſt wicked queene, pet fed ſhe dais 
ly at her table foure hundꝛed of her groue pꝛieſts: the popiſh 
clergie, whoſe doctrine was nothing but deniſes and fancies 
of men, were holden in ſuch reuerend eſtimation, that no- 
thing was thought tes much 02 to gad fo; them. 
But the poze miniſters of the Goſpell, bzinging the glad 


fidings of ſaluation,are contemned,deſpiſed,rcuiled and de- 


faced,and their liuings pinched,bzibed,polled,pined t grut⸗ 
ched at: cuery little being thought tea much foz them. t made 
a pꝛaie to euerie catchpol & pelting officer, that if it were not 
fo2 the fauourable kindneſſe of our gracious louing Queen, 
a number had ere this day beene conſtrained to leaue their 
function,and flie their Countrie foz want of liuing. 

It is wzitten how Dioniſius comming into a Temple 
where Images were cloathed in coſtly coates of ſiluer and 
gold: Theſe garments(quoth he) are to heauy foz ſummer, 
and to colde foz winter: and ſo taking them awaie,clothed 
them in linſey wolſey. Thcſe(quoth he) aremoze light foz 
ſummer, and warme foꝛwinter. And euen in like ſoꝛte both 
Patrones and people in theſe dates, doe ſ&ke, what poſſible 
they can, ts ſpoile the clergie of tithes, lands, and all Church 
linings, and thinke a cloake of linſey wolſey god inough 
fo2 them: not like innocent ſhep that willingly yeld their 


* flceces, but noyſome Goates that ſtrike with their hoznes, 


Mhejgood olde benefacto2s are gone, and new ſtartvps, who 
neither feave God noz deuil ,upplie their places, Abzaham, 
Lot, and Job we haue not. Captaine Coꝛnelius, and old fa 
ther Thoby are blacke ſwannes amongſt vs. Elias cannot 
linde his hoſtes of Sarepta: Maul the purpureſſe, noz Peter 
the Tanner: but many a churliſh Nabal and gredy coꝛmo- 
rant, to pinch and pzol from vs what poſlible they can:theſe 
Patrones therfoze are ſurely polleſled with ſome or” 

ine 
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taine diuel, they lleep in ſinne, z it is high time fo wake them. 
Il the Ambaſſadoꝛ of an earthly pꝛince, being ſent in 
friendly manner to his ſubitas, ſhould be ſo vncourte cuſip 
entertained, as a number of Oods meſſengers are in En⸗ 
gland, no doubt he would be reuenged. Jf thoſe that ſolve 
doues deſerued to bs whipt out of the temple,ſure our church 
pollers who ſell the temple it ſelfe,as Judas ſold Chzilt, de⸗ 
ſerne to be hanged vp in the temple.

to diſcredit and deface them. Beating into the peoples heads 
there pzeſent, that their paſtozs are no better then ignozant 
aſſes; meaning all ſuch as ſhew them ſelues obedient to pub- 
like oꝛder. Whereas in truth to ſpeake generall , there was 
neuer amozelearned clergie in any Church ſince the W po⸗ 
ſtles time,then now in England, inſomuch that the meaneſt 
ſozt, foz the molt part, are better able to teach andinftru the 
plaine people of their pariſh, in faith and good manners, then 
molt of thoſe ſpitefull ſpurring officers, are to ſpeake in ſuch 
a learned audience. A ſe no reaſon therfoze why they ſhould 
be likened vnto alles. except foz bearing ſoquietly the heauie 
burthens and intollerable extoztions which thoſe greedy 
pꝛowling coꝛmozants doe dayly lay vpon them, being ſo pin⸗ 
ched and pꝛowled, that their very liues are bitter vnto them: 
otherwiſe they are not fo like the nature of Aſſes, as them 
ſelues are like the nature of foxes, whereupon this queſtion 
may ariſe, whether aſſes oz fores be moꝛe tollerable beaſts in 
acommon wealth: theſe peruiſh officers therefoꝛe, are poſſeſs 
ſed with diuels, they ſleepe in finne,and it is high time to as 
wake them;the Lozd of his mercic conuert them, oꝛ els of his 
iuſtice confound them.

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The third cauſe of contempt in tze miniffric,is this: 
TUheras in times paſt, the Church had but few trachers and 
manp learners:it is now giuen to haue many teachers, x few 
lcarners: It was thought in olde time, there were but ſeuen 
wile men amonglt the Greekes,and we thinke now there be 
not lo many fooles amongſt vs. UWe all glozp of our know. 
ledge, and pꝛeſume of our wiſedom, and this commeth to 
paſſe th2ough the number of ſcholers in this land, who doe 
not onely encreaſe and multiply daply without mealure, but 
alſo foꝛ want of right choice of good natures, the greater ſozt 
being fantaſticall, wilfull and waiward, whoſe wits being 
ſtrained againſt kinds, become diſoꝛ dered,. diſquiet and ſediti⸗ 


dus: fo2 it is hard to make ſtraight by arte, that which is 


made croked hy nature, when learning x eloquence is graft 
in a wꝛangling, ſtubboꝛne and contentious diſpoſition, it is 
a dangerous thing. Foꝛ as in a good man, learning is the 
arinour of vertue, ſo when it hits in a wicked perſon, it is 
able to wozkemuch miſchiefe. Jt is (aide, that fooles ſet 
neighboꝛs at variance: but a malicious perſon hauing witte, 
learning, and a plauſible tongue is able to (cf kingdoms by 
the eares. One ſcabbed ſhepe will infect a whole flocke,and 
one terring ſtring bzingeth a whole noyſe of muſtcke out of 
all tune, and one buſie headed foole,that is learned, able to 
bꝛing a whole countrie out of all quiet oꝛder: and as to few 
b:&de conſumption, ſo to man bꝛeed ſurfets : fo2 certainly, 
there is no moꝛe nopſom member in a common wealth, then 
a p2ofefſcd ſcholer vnbeſtowed to liue by his pꝛoſeſſion: his 
conceite is loftie,and his life loitering, whole idleneſle ingen⸗ 
dꝛeth diſdainfulnefſe ts labour, which thzough long ſuffe- 
rance,muft needes in the end, arow to ſome great inconue · 
nience. By this meanes the Church is peſtered with a ſoꝛte 
of buſte vainegloꝛious foles, pnft vp with a certaine ſpirt- 
tuall pꝛide, thꝛough a vaine opinion conceiued ot themſelues, 
euerie one hauing a Church plat o common wealth in his 
heade, who deſpiſing the iudgement of their elders,runne on 
raſhly befoze them, till they haue fallen into ints!lerable er⸗ 
roꝛs. And hauing a great deſire to bee taken foz ſingular 
wiſe men, zealous pꝛofeſſozs, and diligent builders, looke 
grim and bigge with a hautie ſtearne conntenance , much 
like a windie cage, 02 a blowne bladder. And caſting — 
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the yoke of obedience, hauing a pꝛide fo bee peuiſh, neuer 
ceaſe bꝛabling and bꝛoching of new franticke follies, ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding of ſects,and ſowing of contention in the Church, being 
further w2aptindenotton, then they can paſſe thzough with 
deſcretion: and vnder the colour of zeale, they reuſe and 
rage without all meaſure: much like new wine, which with⸗ 
out ſome vent, is like to bꝛeake the caſke, as though Gods 
ſpirite infozced man fo paſſe the boundes of chꝛiſtian mo-

eſtie. 
Thele, like euil birds that beray their ownnef, oz hate ⸗ 


full ſnatching curres, neuer ceaſe barking and railing in o⸗ 
pen audience at their fellow miniſters, pea and ſuch as their 
faultes and blemiſhes being rightly waighed, arefewer in 
number, and lighter in waight then their owne, whoſe 
innocent liues are able to confute their viperous flanders: 
vtterly deſpiſingall thoſe in whom they ſee any infirmitie of 
man, as though themſelues were ſome airie ſpirits. Eſpect- 
ally,ſuch as they perceiue moꝛe pleaſant and ſociable of nas 
ture, oꝛ moꝛe delighted in mirth and honeſt paſtime foz their 
health and recreationthen agrerth with their owne Stoicall 
diſpoſition: 02 if his gifts in pꝛeaching doe not altogether ſa⸗ 
tiſfie their fantaſtical humozs,and hisdoctrine applyed to the 
ſeditious vaine:though the man be neuer ſo honeſt in life and 
conuerſation,noz ſo carefull and diligent in diſcharging his 
duetie accozding to his talent: yet in the eyes of theſe vehe- 
ment accuſers,he is but a dumbe Dog, ſalt without ſauour, 
a bell without a clapper, and a feeder without food: the chil- 
dzen(ſay they) do cry foz meat, but he hath none, neither foz 
himſelfe,noz them, except they will haue whole loaues: as 
though he could doe nothing but caſt the Bible at their heads. 
Such a wiſe reaſon made that late ſpzung vp heretike 
B2own,a bzother oftheirs, when he compared God to a man 
that loued potage well, that as a man might be glutted with 
too many potage,ſo might God with one pꝛaper often ſaide. 
Thus they accuſe withont truth, iudge without authozitie, 
and condemne without tryall, whereby the pooꝛe miniſters 
of the Church, who of a good conſcience}, doe kecpe them 
ſelues within compaſle of oꝛder, and indeuour ts continue 
the people in due obedience to the ſame , arc veſpiſed, 
defaced , and ſhaked vppe in -= audience, as 9

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they were molk grieuous and nofozious offenders, yea Jeſgs 
bell was neuer moze madde againſt the true P2ophets, Be⸗ 
rod againſt the innocents,noz the Stribes and Phariſies a- 
gainſt Chꝛiſt himſelte, then theſe ſeuere cenſs2s are againſt 
their poꝛe bzethꝛen, to bzing them into hatred and diſcredit 
amongſt the people, to the end,. that by one meanes oꝛ other, 


- they might hitch them out of their liuings, and eniop it them

ſelues. Yea ſuch is the miſerie of our dapes, when vouth are 
ſo fantaTicall to inuent,and age ſo ſenſeleſſe to credit, that 
the one is bꝛought into fooles paradice, and the other into o⸗ 
pen dotage, being thought a thing ſcemely and tollerable fo; 
a vong ſcholler of ſmall learning, and leſle wit, befoze he bee 
either ripe in knowledge, gouerned in life, oz refozmedin 
manners, to pꝛicke vp into the Pulpet, bluſhing like a black 
dogge, to controll, diſcredit, and deface the auncient graue 
Bilh9ps, and reuerend learned Fathers of the lande: much 
like as a pzoud beardleſſe Bope ſhould ſit in a chaire with a 
rodde in his hand. teaching: and . Auguſtine and Chiiſo- 
ſtom to ſay their leſſons : Jn whoſe iudgement they are but 
laũie loyterers,dum Dogges, popilh dodozs, men pleaſers, 
and their Churches no better then dennes of theenes, being 
growne ſo farre paſt ſhame, and voide ofall humanitie, that 
now they fall from reaſoning to plaine round rratling, ſcof- 
fing.icaring,deriding.and thzeatning of buffets, with bent 
fits: in ſo much as no Cate oz degree can ſcape their vene- 
mous tongues. They loke like Ltons,lere like Fores, hiſſe 
like Wdders,barke like Dogs. t if they durſt, they would bits 
like Zygars: ſo maliciouſly meaſuring other mens doings 
by the crooked line of their owne imaginations, that J thinks 
if wiſe Salomon and learned Paul were hers in theſe dapes: 
the one would be taken foz a fools, the other foz a mad man, 
Dumbe Dog is a great woꝛd in their monthes;that Sermon 
where Dumbe Dog is left out, is not wozth a pin, it fits not 
their fancie: foz why:their whole felicitie, is in barking and 
ſnatching, yea rather then ceaſe, foz want of other, they 
would barke at the Mone and ſeuen Starres: They are 
much like the dogge that Cicero ſpeaketh of, that being ſet in 
Capitolio, a tower in Rome fo fray thenes, left the therues 
and fell a barking at true men, whoſe doctrine and example 
of life, tends onel to this end, to dzius the Queenes . 
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to a lothſomneſſ? and milliking of the pzeſent gouernement, 
and oꝛder eſtabliſhed, to diſcredite her Paieſties ſupꝛematie, 
to deface her miniſterie, t contemne her lawes, to ſarfeyt the 
Church with Schilmes, and infect the common wealth with 
factions. And if wildome in time doe not pzeuent it, then fol- 
lie in triall will ſurely repent it. 
To vſe t he laudable ceremonies of the Church. they make 
it an heinous offence: but in diſobeying the Pꝛinces lawes, 
backebiting their ſuperiours, laundering their bzethzen, dil⸗ 
quieting the Church, abuſing the office of godly pꝛeaching by 1.Tiwn.1.6.7. 
their vaine ſeditious pꝛatling, they make no offence at all, 
Che v leeme very diligent x ſkudieus, but it is rather foz nouel⸗ 
ties, x varietie to make an eloquent ſhow, that by the perſwa- 
ſible woꝛds of mans wiſdome they may delight itching eares, 
then foz ſound doctrine to conuert finfull hearts: they vſe cun- 
ning perſwaſions with faire golden phꝛaſes, but as Abſolon 
did to ſteale away the hearts of the peaple from Dauid: they 
claime publike ſaſtings, but as Jeſabel did to kill Na- 2. King. 15. 

oth. Foz vnder colour of refozmation, they ſ&ke to robbe 
God of his honour , the Pꝛince of her due, and the Cleargie 3. King. 12. 
of their liuings : being as is ſuppoſed inſtruments of ſome o⸗ 
thers,who by their means ſeeke to make the Church a markt 
to ſhote af, and a carkaſſe to pzay vpon, to the ſpople, ouer⸗ 
th;ow,and vtter confuſton of Church, learning, religion, and 
all. Deuiſers and fanciers were neuer gad either foz Church 
92 common wealth. Do Judas vnder a pꝛetente of helineſſe, 


. deſired to haue the oyntmeut ſolde fo2 a great ſumme to re⸗ 


liene the pwze withall ; bat his purpoſe was to get the mo- Marke 12 
ney into his owne bagge : ſo was it pꝛetended that the lands 
of Abbies, Colleges, and Chauntries,ſhould haue beene im 
ployed to the inriching ofthe king, maintaining of ſcholes, 
and relæuing the paze,but they are put to maintaine pompe, 
pꝛide, and ſuperfluitte. Faire wozdes and wicked diedes de- 
cepue both wiſe men and fwles. 

— Thus when under the name of a Sermon, theſe great 
builders haue toffed their fantaſticall dodrine.ſuch as Peter 
neuer planted, noꝛ Paul neuer watered, befoze the light be · 
lening multitude, ſuch an outward thewe of holineſſe, 
that Ladie hipocriſte her ſelfe could not moze fitly handle the 3147232543 
matter, ſpitting out their poyſon with cutting _ 1

dare. Then like vnto the late rebels that roſe in the Nozth,in 
the end of their traiterous pꝛoclamations, to blind the multi- 
tude, pꝛap foꝛ the Mucene, full coldly and craftily God wot: 
and foꝛaſmuch as all is done vnder ß title of pꝛeaching, what 
ſoeuer they lay, al is taken in god part, and greatly commen⸗ 
ded without controlment oz danger of puniſhment. 

Thele are not thoſe dumbe dogs which the Pꝛophet ſpea⸗ 
keth ot, but thoſe barking curs, and pꝛoud ſtubbozne, and dif- 
obedient murmurers,falſe accuſers, authoꝛs of ſects, and def- 
piſers of authozitie, which the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of. Thoſe fa» 
liſh Pꝛophets &x falſe diſſembling lyers that are wiſe in their 
one conceites, follow their owne ſpirits, and ſpeake where 
they ſee nothing, which Eſay and Ezechiel ſpeaketh of, and 
thoſe Pharaſaicall hipocrites,which ſay vnto thoſe that come 
nighthem,fouch me not,fo2 J am holier then thou. 

Theſe are no vnpzeaching Miniſters, but rather vnmi⸗ 
niſtring pzeachers:fo2 ſo they may haue as great loꝛdſhip and 
ſupertozitie ouer their pariſhes, as the Pꝛince hath ouer the 
realme, the Biſhop ouer his dioceſſe, oꝛ the Pope in time paſt 
ouer the Church: to teach what doctrine they fancie, eſtabliſh 
what lawes they like, g obſerue what oꝛders they liſt, with - 
ont controlment,they are contented at Chꝛiſts commaunde- 
ment to go fozth and pzeach, But if hee will haue any ſacra- 
ments miniſtred, hee muſt go himſelfe fo; all them, foz it go⸗ 
eth againl their conſciences. 

Theſe are no laſie loiterers, but diligent feeders, ſach as 
John Leaden,ZDauid Geozge, and Unipper Doling in Ger- 
manie, apt and readie to ſow @chiſmes in the Church, facti- 
ons in the common wealth, and ſet the countrie together by 
the eares. They are not idle,but ſure they were better be idle, 
then ſo buſily occupied , in applying their wittes by art and 
learning, to wozke diſſention and miſchiefe in the hartscfthe 
pcople. They feæde in deede,but their fode is ſuch as can hard⸗ 
ly be recepued without danger. Whole hipocriticall puritie, 
churliſh ſtearne countenance , diſdaining to giue men their 
titles of honour, pꝛiuie conuenticles, and condemning our 
Chziltian oꝛder in baptizing of Infants, doe manifeſtly ſhew 
them no other, but the very ſect of Anabaptiſts. And if that

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graue, reuerend and lerned father D.Whifgift now Archbi- 
ſhod of Canterburie, had not ſtept in in time, to wit hſtande 


their ſub tile and peuiſh deuiſes: we had ere this day felt as John Dlcid 


great hurly burly in the Church of England, as was of late 
peares by their pzedeceſſo2s in the citie of Munſter.

Theſe are not hirelings in ſtcad of ſhepheards, noꝛ wolues Huaries ſer⸗ 
in flead of hirelings, but rather deuils in ſtead of wolues. Foz mon at the 
if peacemakers be the childꝛen of God. ſure theſe diſturbers of Synode ac 


peace mult needes be the childꝛen o the deuill, they llerpe in 1 
ünne, and it is high time to awake them. 

Pet by reaſon of their hipocriũe and ſtraightnes of life, ſuch 
as be of contentious natures, doe follow them and commend 
their doings Me need not now flee to the Poet Homer foz his 
ayd in pzeſcription of the Sirens , ſeeing this our vnhappie 


age is ſo furniſhed with Parmaids, whoſe delicat tunes, pꝛe · Their tongs 
tenſed holines & ſweet venimous inticements do ſo rauiſh and are much ike 


tickle the itching eares of a ſozt of giddy headed people, as they 
do thinke themſelues rapt vp into the third heauen. Whereby 


they haue hatched ſuch a viperous bꝛotherhode of ſycophant hearerg. 


whelps, both dog whelps,4 bitch whelps, half ſaints halfe de⸗ 
uils, with buſie diſſentious heads, pꝛoud diſdainful ſtomacks, 
wilful wits, factious harts, bꝛaſt᷑ faces, gold mouths, ſmoth 
gloſing tongues:as this land befoꝛe time was neuer troubles 
withall : Some ſnatching curres that bite befo2e they barke: 
ſome barking ſhaits that would bite if they durſt: ſome faw- 
ning ſpaniels much like p flattring butcher, who gently claws 
eth the Dre, when he intends to knocke him on the head. 
They take great pleaſure and delight in comming to ſer⸗ 
mons, not as ſcholers to learne, but rather as Judges to con- 
troll, being growen fo diners in maners, variable in conditi- 
ons, that it is eafter foꝛ a coke to pleaſe an hundꝛed mouths, 
with one diſh of meate,then a pꝛeacher to oꝛder one ſermon to 
content a dozen heads:ſome would haue matters offaith han- 
dled, ſome innectines againſt Papiſkrie, ſome vices rebuked, 
ſome ſharpe e hotly,ſome gentle & colbly, all men other mens 
faults, but no man his owne faults, And as they diſagree in 
matter, ſo do they in ſoʒme, ſome like ancitt doctozs,fome new 
- Waiters, & ſome call that mans doctrine, Some would haue if 
poliſhed with logicke z rethoztke:4 ſome call that perſwaſtble 
wozds of mans wiſdom;ſome would haue ſtudy in — 
| dome

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ſome onely a ſudden motion of the ſpirit : ſome would hang 
long Sermons), and ſome care not how ſhozft , and ſome ſo 
daintie and cop,that they can bzoke no Sermons, 

Thus what by the infectious crewe of Papiſticall here⸗ 
tikes on the one ſide : and this peſtiferous ſc of Anabaptilli⸗ 
call Schiſmatikes on þ other ſide:the Church of God is great. 
ly troubled and diſquieted, god oꝛder, the pale of our parke, 
02 common wealth bzoken downe : And the deere of Chꝛiſt 
ſo deerly bought, in danger to be deuouredofa ſozt of wolnes 
in lambes ſkins, and deuils in mens vizards, halfe Papiſts, 
halfe Anabaptiſts, who, though in ſome points they ſ&me to 
differ in opinions: yet in defaming her Paielkies gouerne⸗ 
ment, denping ber ſupꝛemacie in matters Eccleſtaſticall.con⸗ 
demning her boke ol common p2ayer, and the publike rea⸗ 
ding of the holy Scriptures, with diners other points, they 
toyntly agre together as bʒethꝛen: and vnder a gloſing ſhew 
of obedience, like vnnaturall childzen, who at the commaun⸗ 
dement of an adulterous ſtepfather,are willing and readie to 
thzuſt their ſwoꝛds info their mothers belly, line gaping foz a 
day to vtter their malice . At whoſe hands there is no other 
friendſhip,oz true hearts to be loked foꝛ. But as Nahas king 
of the Amozites, would haue made with the king of Jabes, 
by pulling out their right eyes. Do nothing can reloꝛme, con⸗ 
tent o2 ſatiſſie theſe, except y&lving vp the authoꝛitie of Ec- 
cleſtaſticall gouernement info their handes, And therefoze, 
certaine they are poſſeſſed with ſome great maſter deuil, they 
ſleepe in ſinne,and it is high time ts wake them. 

Foꝛaſmuch as heretofoze their opinions haue beene ope- 
ned, their fancies detected, their hereſies confuted, and their 
arguments confounded, And pet neither reaſon can leads 
them, anthozitie moone them,noz truth it ſelfe infoꝛce them 
to peeld, to confeſſe their crro2s,4 amond their maners. It is 
high time to tie them ſhoꝛter foz infecting of others: ſuch tres 
as lopping and watering cannot make kruitfull, muſt bes 
cut downe. When gentle medicines will not helpe, the Phi- 
ſition mult vſe bitter potions : when the greeued place can 
not be bꝛoken by plaiſters, the Chirurgion mult lanch it. So 
when lenitie can not reclaime them, ſeueritie muſt cozrect 
them : ſo ſhall we haue moꝛe religion, and leſle contention. 
Though our Sauieur Chzilt commanded to pardon —

mies pet not his enemies: as to be angrie with ſinne is not 

anger, but zeale:ſo to mite koʒ offending God, is not to ſmite, 

but to coꝛret to amendement: the liues of lewde men are a 

ſweete ſacrifice vnto God: it is a greater fault to let goe a 

Molle, than to kill a lambe in the flocke : and a greater at⸗ 

fence to pardon a rebell oz a traitoꝛ, than to kill atrue man: Pro. t7.i⸗. 
but theſe are not called rebelles as they are, becauſe they are 

not hanged vp as they ſhould. He that hath a dogge that is a 

ſhepe biter,;nult by lawe either hang him vp, oz eiſe pay fox 

the ſhe&pe he hath wearied:euen ſo the Chꝛiſtian magiſtrate, 

whome it hath pleaſed God to ſet in authozitic, and giuen 

charge to gouerne and defend hispooze ſhepe , knowing nos 

to2ious biters lying in Waite to deuoure them, muſt either 

hang vp thoſe curres,02 anſwere to God fo2 thoſe ſhepe that 

they doe wearie.. The b2idle (ſapth Salomon) belongeth to Prov.2s. # 
the hozſe,a whip to the Alle, and a rod foz the files back. Cog- Nrou. 3. o- 
rec a wiſe man with a nod, but a fole with club : we ſe that 1 
nodding will not ſerue, noz becking will not ſerur, noꝛ win» 
king will not ſcrue,it mull be a club, a hatchet, oꝛ a halter, oz 
elle ſuch buſie headed fooles, as diſdaine to be ruled, will ne⸗ 
uer bs quiet, till they may rule themſelues without controul⸗ 
ment. 

Their woꝛdes and reaſons vnto many ſeme big in ſound, 
pet in truth are but ſmall in weight, great in ſhewe, little in 
ſubſtance, full of terrour, voide of wiſedome, rather bugs to 
fray babes, than matter to moue any ſtaide Chꝛiſtian, greate 
perſuaſions to ſcduce weake fleſh, vet not ſufficient to ſatiſſie 
tonſcientes:they may ſtirre vp contectures in ſome vnſtaide 
bꝛaines, which like weake redes will moue and wagge with: 
euerie blaſt of winde, yet not able to ſtaie aſſurance in ſuch | 
conſtant Chꝛiſtian ſubiectes, as ſtande firme and faithfuil to 3 
God, their Pꝛince and Countrie, like oaks : ſo that Hellebo⸗ ( . 
rus were moꝛe fit to purge their frantike bꝛaines, than argu⸗ 
ments to confute their trifling erroꝛs. 

To pꝛoceede, our delicate and fruitfull Countrie bath in⸗ 
gendered a multitude of daintis and vicious people, pzoude, . 
pꝛodigall walkers, miſerable pinching p2oulers,falſe diſſemn: 
bling liars, faire lokes, and (mooth tongues without good.

meaning,fome cruell as Lions, ſome craftie as Fores, fome 
rauenous as Molues, ſome enuious as dogges, ſome leche. 
rous as Goates, ſome filthie as wine: the moſt part either 
hypocrites, wicked liuers, o ignoꝛant of God, euery one in 
loue with his owne face like Nartiſſus: the higher ſoꝛt con, 
temning their inferioꝛs with ſnuffing ſcoꝛne, and the lower 
ſozt ſtomaking their ſuperiours with grudging ſpight. Itis 
ſaid that a Cameleon can tranſfozme himſelfe into al colours 
ſaue white, and our people haus all conditions ſane honeſtie. 
J thinke in Dodome was neuer moꝛe filthines, in Flanderg 
moꝛe dꝛonkennes, in Crete moꝛe lying, in France moze diſ- 
ſimulation, noꝛ in Teloʒie moze hypocriũie, than is now pꝛac- 
tiſed in England. And as god men would gladly haue cuill 
men amended, ſo cuil men would rather haus good men con- 
ſumed, The multitude of ſinners haue ſo chaſed awaic the 
ſhame of ſinne, that common wickedneſle is taken fo2 no pꝛi⸗ 
uate offence: there is ſuch vnmerciful bꝛibing, oppꝛeſling and 
wꝛinging the pooꝛe, as though there were neither God to hos 
nour, deuil to dꝛead, heauen to hope ſoꝛ, noꝛ hell to eſchue E- 
nerp one is moze liberall to lend another his conſcience, than 
his monep, and his ſeale is of moze credit than his ſoule One 
crowe will not picke out the cies of another: but ſoꝛ mony, 


one man wil not ſticke to picke another to the hard bones, at · 


co2ding to the Þ;zouerbe ;: Homo homini Lupus eſt, Pan to 
man is no man. but a Wolfe, Theſe people therefo:e are pal. 
ſeſſed with deuils, they lleepe in ſinne, and it is high time to a- 
wake them. 

The gloꝛy of the Romanes in olde time, was to ſptake 
lyttle, and doe much: of the Greekes to ſpeake much, and 
doe lyttle, and of our diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants to talke much, 
but learne to amend nothing at all. Our Elders were rude 


in ſperch, and ciuil in manners: we ciuil in ſperch and rude in 
manners ; they belerued as Pagans, and liued like Chniſti⸗ 


ans: we bel&ne as Chꝛiſtians and line like Pagans: ther 
pꝛeached not the wozd,noz we liue acco2ding to the wo7d:the 
name of God is in our tongues, but his feare is not in our 


hearts: the Papiſts doe call vs Solifidians, but our wozkes. 


declare vs rather Nullifidians ; wee are like the — 
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the moꝛe good we know, z leſſe good we do : ox pepper which 
is hottein the mouth, but colde in the bollie: ſo wee rie in 
woꝛdes, but fre in derdes: ſpeake by elles, but woꝛke by 
inches. Me reade of one Pambo, who after he had heard ont 
teffon, would heare no mo tili hee had learned fo pzadiſe that 
one: wee deſire to heare thouſands,and pet frame our (clues 
to p2actiſe none: our p2eachers,fo2 the better inffrucion of 
the people in all truth and godlynefſe, haue paynefullp indea- 
noured themſelues to beate downe the ſuperſtitions abuſe of 
faſting,p2avers,andalmes deedes, commending the thing it 
felfe as vcrie pleaſant and acceptable in Gods ſight but they 
-vnderffanding (as it were) with theyꝛ heles,vpon a wylfull 
neglygence, haue taken occaſion thereby to taſt awaye both 
faſting, pꝛayer. and almes derdes, with feaſtes of the posze, 


and all together. A gaine, ſome Pꝛeacbers teach the people, phil.. 10 


at the hearing ofthe name of Jeſus to bowe the knee: ano. 
ther ſozte denie it, as vnlawfull to peelde moze reuerente to 
that name, than to God the Father, and the holy Ghoſt : the 
people hearing that, thinke ſeozizeto bowe their knee to any 
of all the thze , Thus they make they libertie a cloake of 
looſeneſte, turne the grate of God bnto wantonneſle, and the 
Goſpell of Ch2ift vnto lewdneſſe:thep haue changed wozks 
into woꝛdes, godly deuotion into bare knowledge: and are 


become rather lippe Goſpellers, than life Goſpellers. The luda 


Papiſtes were not ſo zealous to gilde their Temples with 
golde, but our Pꝛoteſtantes are as neglygent to gilde they: 
ſoales with vertue. They were beneficiall and diligent both 
iu decking the falſe dead pictures of Sainds, and feeding the 
true lively members of Chzift : and wee ſeeme to condemns: 
the one, and leaue the other vndone. They bſed faſting from 
meates, we neither from meate no2 ſinne, they pꝛaied often, 
we ſeldome oꝛ neuer: they were bountifull to the poꝛe, but 
we liue onely to our ſelues: they wzought of intent to merit 
beauen, but we neither do good foꝛ merite, noꝛ pet of charitie 
and duetie: pea, we are come from blinde zeale to wyl⸗ 
kuli wickedneCe,and from ſuperſtition to no religion. Fo2 
the wozlbe is nowe growen to this point, that if a man 
ol godly zeale and deuotion, doe accuſtome-02derlie to fre» 
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quent the Church,he is accounted an hypocrite, Jfhe bee gi 
uen religiouſly to faſt and pꝛaie, he is taken fo2 a Papiſt. an 
if he kep a god houſe foꝛ relefe of the pe, he is called a me⸗ 
rite monger. Wherby faſting is deſpiled, pꝛaier cont 
and almes derds abhozred, Thus haue we caſt off the wozkeg 
of Simon Neter, ę are become in manners like Symon Pa- 
gus, that walked with Phillip as a diſciple, yet w2ought with 
mony like a woꝛldling. Achabs wife would neuer put on de⸗ 
mure apparell but when ſhe ſpake with the Pꝛophets, noz 
our diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants bee neuer holy but at Sermon 
times. They heare and deſire like Saints, but live e deſerve 
like deuils, they can loke and ſpeake holily, whereby they 
ſeme gloꝛious befoꝛe men, but their wozkes are naught, and 
therefoze odious in the ſight of God, whoſe out ward behauioꝛ 
is much like cloudes without raine, whereby God himſelfe 
doth mocke ſuch fruitles ſhowes, Theſe hypocrites therefoze 
are poſſeſſed with deuils, thy lp in ſinne,and it is high time 
to awake them, | 
Though the obſeruing of the Sabboth dap, touching bodily 
reſt, do belong to the Ceremonial lawe,and ſhadowes which 
had an end in Chꝛiſt: being theretoꝛe altered from Saterdap 
to Sondap, vet, as the Jewes did celebzate theirs in remem⸗ 
bꝛance of the creation of the wozld : ſo ought wee to obſerne 
and keepe our Sabboth, in rememb2ance of the reſurrcaion 
of Chꝛiſt, and as a figure to confirme our hope in the reſurre⸗ 
ain of our obone bodies, and our ſpirituall reſt in gloꝛie to 
come, as allo foz a comely and decent oꝛder to bee vſed in the 
Church, that in reſting from bodily wozk, we may charitably 
aſſemble together, to the end the Loꝛd by the pzeaching of his 
woꝛd, may bꝛing foꝛth his wozke in vs, to his obne gloꝛie 
and our ſaluation: but our Sabboth in many places, isſs 
vilelp abuſed, as though it had bene rather oꝛdained to ſerue 
Bacchus and Uenus, the people beeing growen ſo careleſle, 
negligent, and licentious, to feaſt when they ſhould faſt, play 
when they ſhould pꝛay, and laugh when they ſhonld weep foz 
their ſins,as though there were neither God noz deuill, hes 
uen no2 hell. | 8 
As euerie honeſt nature hath affection e god will to . - 


fine ſoile and place of birth, ſo ought euery god Chꝛiſtian to 
baue a godly deſire fo the ſoile of his regeneration, place of 
his new birth by Baptiſme, which is the temple of God, the 
ſchale of Chzilt,q nurſe of Chxiftianitie , to make open cons 
feſſion of his ſinnes, and rehearſal of his faith: to intreate foz | 
pardon, pꝛap foz things neceſſary,gine thankes fo2 benefiteg Mt-10-32 
palt, to celebzate the Sacramentes, to beare and learne his A242. 
dutp, and right way to ſaluation, to beleeue trulp, liue honeſt⸗ Rom. 10.14 
ly, and walke vpzightly. If the ground yeeld not ſapps to the 
tree, it will ſone ſeare and wither away : if the lampe be not 
fed with oyle, it muſt needes goe aut: if any liuing thing bee 
kept from nouriſhing, it cannot liue: euen ſo if the faith of a 
Chziſtian doe not receiue tontinual ſap and moiſtnes of the 
heauenly woꝛd fed with the oyle of ſwert pzomiſes in Chʒiſt, 
and nouriſhed with the wholeſome bzead of life , it cannot 
continue, but conſume and die. The ſeede ofthe Goſpel muſt 
fil be ſowne in our harts, oꝛ we cannot reape the harueſt of 
eternal life: where pzopheſte faileth the people periſh. 
When the Lo2d of a manoꝛ appointethhis tenants a day 
to esme to his Court, the rolles are laide open, the Stnard is 
ready pꝛepared to gine the charge, the tenants are dutiful to 
tome, attentiue to heare,and diligent to execute their Loꝛdes 
will: and if any ſhall chaunce to be abſent, oꝛ come after the 
tharge be giuen, no doubt the Loꝛd wil be very angry, and ſet 
a fine vpon his head: euen ſothe Loꝛd ot all Lo2ds, cf whom

oꝛ ſermon is done, they were as god not come at all: Againe, 
ſuch a dutiful tenant as deſire to ſtand in bis Lozdes fanour, 
will nowe and then pꝛepare and bꝛing him a pꝛeſent, ſuch as 
be knoweth his Loꝛd loueth: but no preſent is moꝛe pꝛetious 
in the ſight of our heauenly L od. than the pꝛaiers 6 thankes 
of an humble penitent hart, and — he that will _—_ 
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bim and ſtand in his fauoꝛ, muſt oftenkede his appetite with 
ſuch pꝛeſents. The Papiſts of a blind ʒeale, in time of dark 
neſle, would nat ftick to riſe vp at midnight to publite pꝛaier. 
faſt with bzead and water,ſuffer hunger and colde, run ſome 
times an hundꝛed mile bare footed and bare legged, to ſcke a 
dumbe image: but our pꝛofeſſed Pꝛoteſtants hauing the true 
light ofthe Goſpell, their pꝛaier and deuotion is faint 4 colde 
as iſe, and their diſobedience greater than their fathers igno⸗ 
rance, When they come together, it is ratber of campulſion, 
tuſtome, oꝛ faſhion ſake, than of any godly zeale:much like a 
ſullen, ſtubboꝛn and froward ſeruant, that when his maiſter 

calleth him, commeth grudging with a ſowꝛe moiling coun⸗ 
tenance,mumbling a dogs pater noſter, and with leſſe reue⸗ 
rente than thoſe thz&halfepeny ſeruants that Eſap hired, to 
heare him recite his fables, 

The Apoſtle S. Paul ſaith, that fozaſmuch as man is the is

two faces in one hood, like Janus, two tongs in a head like 
Judas, and two harts in a bzeft like ꝙagus, do daylp eat men 


quicke,s become lo familiar with the ſuperioz ſozt, that they nech.

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bzingto paſſe enen what they liſt,ſo as the woꝛld ſeemeth to bleſſing, and

This land is alſo moſt vildely coꝛrupted with intollerable 
pꝛide, with ſuch a confuſed mingle mangle, and varietie of a⸗ 
piſh topes in apparell, euerp day flaunting in newe faſhions, 
todefozme Gods wozkemanſhip in they; bodies, as greate

monſtrous ruffes ſtarched in the deuils licour, and ſet with gy. St. 


inſtruments of vanitie, doublets with great burfſen bellies, 
as though theyꝛ guts were ready to fall out, ſome garded 
lyke French men, ſome fringed lyke Uenetians,ſome their 
heads Turkiſh, their backes Spaniſh, and their waſtes Jta- 
lian: ſome theyꝛ hayze curled, and theyz beardes wzithen to 
make them looke grimme and terrible, as though they had 
ſcene the deuil, with long daggers at their backes, to kill eue⸗ 
ry one they met pꝛouder than themſelues, with ſuch riotous 
erteſſe and vaine curioſitie, that J thinke they haue made a

league with Satan, a couenant with hell, and an obligati⸗ 
on with the deuill to marry his eldeſt daughter: they flepe 


in ſinne, and are as eaſie tobe waked oz refo2zmed,as the olde

preaching of Chꝛiſt. Pꝛide is the mother ofhppocriſte,the 
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ol all vice: nne was the cauſe why Gad did firf giue vg aye 
parell, not as badges ofpzide to feede the eies of vaine ga 
foles,but to couer our ſhame and kœpe vs from colde: Quig 
fuperbis terra & cinis, quid veſte nitida gloriaris, ſubterte 
ſternitur tinea, & operimentum tuum erunt vermes, hze 
tua veſtis erit. 

Againe, our Countrie is moſt hozribly choaked and oners 
growne with multitudes of dzonken toſpots, vile lecheroug 
whwꝛemongers, and fiithic intiüng dꝛabs, wo ich vices doe ſo 
greatly offend both the maieſtie of God, the labor of nature, 
and the common wealth, that i the very ſtones in the ſtrete 
could ſpeake,they would crie out vpon it. Bet by incanes of 
greaſing, bꝛibing, and co2rupting of officers put in truſt to 
puniſh them, it is no moꝛe actounted of, but a ſpoꝛte oꝛ game 
to laugh at, as though heauen and hell were nothing elſe but 
olde wines fables to feare and flatter childꝛen withall. Theſe 
are(no doubt) poſleſſed with deuils, they ſlerpe in ſinne, and it 
is high time to awake them. 

Ik filthy whwꝛemaiſters would waigh with themſelues, 
how God doth know the very ſecrets ofthe hart ,x that of his 
iuſtice he wil leaue no fin vnpuniſhed, either in this wozld,oz 
in the woꝛld to come, they would ſurely be afraid to do that in 
his ſight, which is ſo ſhamefull, lothſome, t odious to be done 
in the pꝛeſente of an honeſt earthly man. It is a thing moſt 
fiithy + againſt nature, that a pꝛofeſſed Ch2iffizn,au adopted. 
child of God, a member of Cbꝛiſt, æ temple of the holy ghoſt, 
tedermed with no leſſe pꝛite, than by ſhedding the very heart 
blond of the deare only beloued ſon of Ood ſhould take that 
ſame body 4 meber of Chzift, 4 make it Þ mẽber of an harlot. 
S,Gregozy compareth lechery to a firy farnace, whereof the 
mouth is gluttony,y flame, pꝛide, p ſpar les filthy wozds, the 
ſmoke an cuil name, the aſhes pouertie, ę the end, ſbame ⁊ cd» 
fuſion : at the laſt(ſaith Salamon) it biteth like a ſerpent and 
ſeingeth like an Adder. Mhoꝛdome. beſides d infamy of the 
woꝛld, it waſteth Þ gods, withereth p body, detaieth p health, 
ſhoztneth the life,q4 maketh a man ſtinke in the ſight of God. 

The vice of monkenneſſe in like manner confumeth: 


te wealhſurfts the babe ule the wit, dimmeth th 
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vnderſkanding, troubleth the lences, 4 withont repentance, 
bꝛingeth both bodie & ſoule into hell: Andtherefoze ik either 
the feare of God, the ſhame of the woꝛld, the deſire to bee in 
their right wits, to liue in health of body, oz to eſcape the mi⸗ 
ſerable ſtate of beggery may moue them to repentaunce 4 as 
mendment, it is now time to awake, deteſt i auoid ſuch ho 
rible wickednes which doe iuſtly merit a ſhozt life # a ſhame⸗ 
full death. 

There was neuer moꝛe ſintere pꝛeaching, noꝛ ſo litle follo⸗ 
wing, ſo great perſuaſions to honeſtie 4 vertue, ſo many gi⸗ 
uen ouer to vice t naugbtineſſe: ſo much exhoꝛtation to loue 
and tharitie, t ſo many ſtuſfed with hatred enuy. We great⸗ 
ly complaine of the vnfruitfulnes of the earth, the coꝛruption 
of the aire,the vnconſtantneſle of the woꝛld, e time that lips 
ſo faſt a wap, but we complaine not againſt our owne ſelues, 
foz whoſe ſintull lines the very heauens do wep : we p2ofeſſe 
to be the followers of Ch2ift, yet in Chꝛiſtian behauio2 much 
inferiaz to þ heathen Cthnicks, that knew not God, who paſ⸗ 
ſed vs as far in god liuing, as we paſſe them in god learning: 
we greatly delight to beare the name of Abꝛabams childꝛen, 
pet not ſo willing to kil one wicked affection p offendeth God, 
as Abꝛaham was at his cõmandemẽt, to kill his only beloued 
ſonne. Jt is laid that the Caſtoʒ e the Elephant being hunted, 
the one foꝛ the vertue of his genitoꝛs, the other foz his toth: 
the Caſtoz biteth off his genitoꝛs, and the Elephant findeth a 
meane to w2elt ont his toth , & caſt them away to ſane their 
bodies: but our people had rather both pꝛeacher x pulpet wer 
ſet on a fire , then they would caſt away their filthie vices to

fozments once feare them, no2 the filthineſſe of ſinne that 


ſ&emey ſo odious to the very infidels withdzaw them, noꝛ the 


continuall pzeaching of all creatures vnder heauen perſuade 
E them 
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them fo repent andamend: Saint Anthony being a man vn⸗ 
learned, had no other vokes but theſe, and he that can behold 
theſe excellent bokes, ſctting foozth the wiſedome and gay 
nelle of almightie God, without pzailing and glozifping his 
name, is woꝛſe then a b2uit beaſt, 

The Sunne, Pane and Starres, by whoſe heate 4 light 
the whole wozld is nouriſhed and gouerned , do daily pꝛeach 
vnto vs: The bewtie ofthe heaucns , the wholeſomeneſſe of 
the ayꝛe, andthe plentifulneſſe of the earth do daily teach vs: 
the pleaſart vallies, delightfull ſpzings , and riche mines of 
treaſures, doe dailp inſtruct vs: the godly fruitfull tres,me- 
dicinable hearbes , and ſwete fragrant floures, mozeglozi- 
oufly attired then Salomon in all his ropaltie , doe daily ad⸗ 
moniſh vs, aſke the beaſtes of the flelde, the fiſhes of the Sea 
and the foules ofthe aire , and they will tell thee and ſap, ws 
were all created and oꝛdained foz the vſe and p2ofitte of man. 
Pea our Sauiour Chꝛiſt himſelf calleth daily vpon vs, Vong 
man ariſe, Damſell ariſe, Lazarus come fozth, dead ſinner a⸗ 
wake, but their cares are deafe, their mindes obſtinate, and 
their ſences without feeling. Steing the that God hath knoc⸗ 
kedat the doe of our conſciences by ſo many and ſundzie 
meanes, and ot his mercy hath tarried waiting ſo long foz as 
mendment, it cannot be but great vengeance mutt needs fal- 
tow. Hainous ſinnes doe call downe grieuous plagues, euery 
kingdome deuided within it ſelfe (ſaith our Saviour Chꝛiſt) 
ſhall be deſolate, but England, by ſens,factions, hereſies and 
ſciſmes, is diuided in it ſelfe : the Loꝛd of his mercy defend it 
from that which followeth. If God ſo ſharpely puniſhed one 
ſinne in Adam and the Angels, what may we that haue com- 
mitted ſuch a multitude of ſinnes loke fo: Jf we ſhall yerld 
an account fo2 euerp idle woꝛde, what reckoning ſhall wee 
make fo2 ſuch hoꝛrible offences both in wozdes and actions ? 
God is ſaid to haue fete cf leade, but hands of yꝛon, hee com- 
meth llowly, but when he commeth he payeth home: as one 
man ſmiting another, the higher he lifteth vp his hand, the 
greater is the ſtroke: euen ſo the longer that God tarrieth 
loking foz amendment, the greater will his puniſhment bes 
when it commeth. Ar we will not glozifie his name in w_= 
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ting and turning vnto him, he wil glozifte himſelfe in reuen⸗ 
ging and heaping plagues bpon vs. Me is the God of iudge⸗ 
ment and Loꝛd of reuenge, at whoſe wozd the verie heaueng lers. 
doo tremble, the earth doth quake, « the mountaines ſhake ; ***: 
hee is a wiſe and righteous Judge, hee ſearcheththe verie ſe- al. 
crets of the heart and reines, he wil not be mocked noz decei, Rom. 3. 27. 
ned, neither will ercuſes goe fo2 payment in his ſight : hee is 8.7. 
righteous and iuſt in all his dealings, faithful and true of his 101. 
pꝛomiſe, his woꝛd is alwates moſt certaine and ſure, yea and 2. Cor. 1. 20. 
Amen: that. except we repent, we ſhall all periſh in our fins: 
thoſe — refuſe his mercy ſo louingiꝑ otered, hal ſurely fle 
his iuſtice. 

To fall into ſinne, commeth of humane weakenelle, but 
to lye ſtill and llpe in inne, after ſo much teaching by his 
creatures, his woꝛd, his wꝛitings, bis Pꝛeachers t his owne 
example , is pzoperonely to the waiward impes of Sathan. 
Sodom and Gomoz, Tire and Sidon, the Niniuits £ Auen Mat. 10.15. 
of the South, ſhall riſe bp at the laſt day and condemne this t. 11.21. 
generation: foꝛ if the doarine and miracles which haue beenn 
chewed amongeſt theſe, had bene done amonzeſt them,

Though IJ be earneſt, beare with me, J touch not thoſe 
that bee god, and ſaie to little to thoſe that bee naught : A 
appeale to God who knoweth theſe thingesto bee true, and 
to the woꝛld, who cannot fo2 ſhame deny them. And if J haue 
ſaid nothing but the truth, then blame not mee, but goe about 
pour oſone amendment: foꝛ ſeeing that all fleſhe haue ſo co2- 
rupted the Loꝛds way, ⁊ that ſuch abhomination is wꝛought Gen. s.

Lu k y. 37. 38. with ſeuen diuels, ſhte ſlept in ſinne, but being waked by hea, 
ring the ſound of Chꝛiſts Golpel, ſhe lamented pitifully: whz 
Mar, 14.71. Peter foꝛſware his maiſter, he ſlept in ſin,but being wakened 
. at the crowing of a litle Cocke, he went out 4 wept bitterly, 
| It is a common vſage in Cities 4 great townes, to awake 
the people from ſep, and giue them knowledge that nightis 
welnigh gone, z the day at hand, either by plapingof wales, 
ringing of bels, ſounding of trumpets, oꝛ ſinging of Plalms; 
Wang! and in country villages, the Cocke is a neceſſary bird fo2 the 
acc. Camepurpoſe: even ſo the Pzeachersofthe wozd,as Waites 
| they haue plaied vnto you , as trumpets they haue ſoũded out 
the woꝛd of life vnto you , as Belles they haue rung out his 
heauenly will vnto vou, as Pſalmiſtes they haue ſung his 
wondꝛous wozkes vnto pou, and as Cocks thep haue crowed 
and warned you to pꝛepare your ſelues, foꝛaſmuch as þ night 
oꝛ time of darkeneſſe is welnigh ſpent, and the day of ſaluati⸗ 
on at hand.

And the time from his paſſion vntill the 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem , a figure ofthe end of the woꝛld be⸗ 
ing foztie peares, with the time from the ſaidperſecution, till 
the peare of grace 15 $8. the like quantitie of foztie peares. 
They note mozeouer,that in * S. yeare of ma — 
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life called Climacterian peares doe happen great alterati, 
ons and dangers, diuers famous men haue ended their lines 
in the ſame:as Luther, Pelancthon, Punſter, xc Peter Par. 
tyꝛ, with diuers others: ſo haue there happened in euery ſe, 
uenth age of the wozld great alterations and changes and in 
the ſaide peare 1 5 8 8. the age of the wozld being deuided by 
8 ſeuen,maketh iuſt ſeuen times nine, oz nine times ſeuen. a.

And as beholdinga man 
whoſe eyes ware dim, his eares deafe,his head bald, his face Mark. 23. 28. 
wzinkled, his haire white and hoarie, bis backe crooked, his 
legges twofold vnder him, his tongue tofaulter, his teeth to 
fall out of his head, his bloud to be cold, and his bodie feeble 
and ſickelp, which are all incident to humaine nature: they 
be euident tokens to ſhew that the end ol his naturall life is 
at hand. Euen ſo when we ſee theſe ſignes aloꝛeſaid tome to 
paſſe,they doe molt certainly pꝛemoniſh and fozewarne all 
the people vpon the earth, whom the ends of the wozlde are 
come bpon, that the day of the Lozd is not farre behinde, 

That Antichꝛiſt is reuealed, and all theſe ſignes and to⸗ 
kens paſt alreadie, all chꝛiſtendom haue felt the ſmart there- 
ol, and our pzeſent age can witneſſe. Do manie authozs of 
ſects, and bꝛochers of deneliſh hereſies, were neuer heard of 
befoze in any age from the beginning: who hath not either 
felt oz hard what rumoꝛs of wars,vp;ozes and blod ſhed in al 
lands ? Fo2 hunger and famine, Samaria, Jeruſalem and 
Daurury with a number of other places, where thzough ex⸗ 
tremitie, they haue beene dzinen to eate, not onely vene⸗ 
mous beaſts. and their own oꝛdure, but alſo their own chil- 
den can teſkifie. 

Again, who hath not read oz hard what wonderful ſtrange 
eclips of ſun 4 mone,terrible blazing ſtars,gliſtering comets 
dzcadful coniunctivs of planets, ſtrange flaſhing of fire in the 
elements,4 alteration of the heauens,reſembling as it were, 
the conntenance ot the angry Judge. What raging t \welling-- 
ofthe flouds, feareful trembling # quakingof ð earth,hozrible 
tempeſts,vehemet winds, + vnſeaſonable wether,what loth⸗ 
ſome monſters 4 other pꝛodigious ſights,contrary toy courſe 
of nature, ſo as it ſeemes that all d creatures cf God are angry 
and thꝛeaten our deſtruction. All which no doubt, are Gods 
Heraldso f armes to ſhew vnto the woꝛld that hmiſelfe is not 
karre behind. Again, the bninerfall pꝛeaching ofthe Ooſpell 
inlpight of Antichziſt and his curſed crew, ſo as no Nation 
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can tuffly excuſe it ſelfe, and ſap they haue not heard the ſoun 
thereof. And vet notwithſtanding, ſuch grieuous abounding 
ol all wickednes, that if the L oꝛd ſhonld not come quickly ng 
fleſh ſhould be ſaued : againe the earth it ſelfe wareth weake 
and feeble fo2 age, and therfoꝛe not ſo fruitful as in times pal: 
plantes and herbes haue leſſe vertue. Againe the peares da 
change their naturall courſe, euerie peare bꝛingeth foꝛth new 
tydings, euerie liuing creature liueth ſhozter time then here, 
tofoꝛe, this is called ætas decrepita, and therefoze euen by 
courſe ot nature it muſt needes be that the day of the Lozdig 
at hand, that our Redeemer is euen readie comming to indge 
the earth, to keepe his generall Parlement of reſoꝛmation:to 
ſearch Jeruſalem thꝛoughout with candle light, to reuenge 
the bloud of his ſeruants, recompence their enemies as th 
baue ſerued them, reward the accoꝛding to their wickedneg. 
He commeth triumphing in maieſtie e honour, accompanied 
with Angels, Arch- angels, and all the hoaſtes of heauen: he 
commeth with the voice of a fearefull trompet, at whoſe ter⸗ 
rible ſound the verie heauens ſhal moue, the ſeas ſhall roare, 
the cloudes ſhall rent, and the earth ſhall tremble andquake: 
a conſuming fire ſhall go befozehim, and a mightie tempeſt 
ſhall be ſtirred bp round about him: when great Jerichoſhall 
be caſt downe with the blaſt of Joſuaes trampets:when none 
yall ſcape ſafe but the houſe of Rahab the harlot , whichre- 
ceiued the meengers (that is toſay ) thoſe penitent ſinners 
which obediently receiuc p meſſage of the Goſpell, when all 
ſoules ſhall be iopned to their bodies, and gathered from the 
foure coꝛners of the wozld,to reteiue tuft reward celeſtiall o 


infernall: when euerie one ſhall be called to peeld account of 


his talent, how he hath imploied his wealth, wiſdom, ftregth, 
02 beautie, to the benefit and p2ofite of his bzeth2en , howe he 
bath ruled his affections , moztified his appetites, and beha- 


ued himſelle in his calling. When his obedient childꝛen ſhall 


be deuided from the wicked repꝛobates, and go merte their lo⸗ 
uing redermer in the cloudes, of whom they ſhall beare that 
toyfuil ſentence pꝛonounced with a chearefull countenance, 
Come ye bleſled ol my father, inherite the kingdome pꝛepa⸗ 
red foz you from befoze the foundation ofthe woꝛid was — 
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when the wicked ſhall.heare that deeadful ſentence pzonoun- 
ted of their angry Judge,depart from me ye curſed into euer⸗ 
laſting fire, pꝛepared foz the diuel and his angels: when they 
ſhall ſee and feele without them the wozld burning with fire, 
within them the woꝛme of conſcience euer gnawing, aboue

Oe⸗ 
ing our vile coꝛruptible bodies receine of his godneſſe ſo may 
ny benefits and pleaſures to abzeuiate our wearinelle in this 
wꝛetched vale of miſerie, where euerie of his creatures doe 
lerue vs in their kinde, no doubt our heauenlv pallace, where 
we ſhall ſer him face ta face, conteineth maruellous great and 
ioytull pleaſures, Seeing wee reteiue ſo many comfoztable 
bleſſingsin the day of ſozrow and mourning , much greater 
ſhall our pleaſures be in the iopfull dap of marriage.

He muſt be nogreene plant, but hard timber well ſeaſoned :.Tim.z,6 
with knowledge and experience, to inſtruct, and teach ſound⸗ 
ly, pꝛofound arguments and reaſons,to perſuade and diſſuade 
pithily , arte and eloquence to ſtirre vp and delight pleaſant⸗ 
ly, diſcretion and modeſtie to 0zder and gouerne politikely, 
not onely apt to flouriſh in a Pulpet, but able alſo to playe 
his quarter ſtrokes, and defende his head Chziſt, eſpecially in 
theſe our dangerous daies, when Sathan is ſo buſie in ſow- 
ing of ſets and hereſies. He muſt thersfoze bee well furniſhed 
with canonicall authozities , pithie ſayings , apt ſimilies, fit 
compariſons, familiar examples, and pzetie hiſtozies meete 
both foz comfoztation , perſwaſion and velecation : foz the 
multitude, as Hoꝛate ſaith , is like a monſtrous beaſt with 
many heades, and like diuerſitie of natures, and commonly 
the moſt part ignoꝛant and foliſh , who, though the doctrine 
benenerſo wholcſome, yet without varietie are ſone dulled 


and wearied, ſo greatly is the _ of man delighted with. 
3 no⸗ 
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nouelties,that without change + varietie, nothing cemeth 
pleaſant to his lothſom appetite: One kind of muſick, though 
neuer ſo ſwerte, yet without varietie it is lothſom to þ rares. 
One kind of meat, though neuer ſo daintie, yet without vari⸗ 
etie gluttiſh to the taſte, and one kinde of matter, though ne⸗ 
ner ſo well framed , yet without varietie ſa meth tedious to 
the hearers And foz that cauſe were figures firſt inurnted, to 
refreſh the audience with pleaſure : and to this ende ſerneth 
Petaphozs , fables and wiſe ſayings of Poets and Philoſo- 
phers, which being rightly vnderſtode in ſenſe 4 allegozie, x 
aptly applped in time ⁊᷑ place conuentent, containe very pꝛo⸗ 
table leſſons, to inftruct vnto vertne and godlineſſe , and as 
il were to ſpoile the Egyptians of their iewels:and ſo are the 
arts of Logick # Rethozick very neceſſar ie handmaides to di 
uinitie, wherein are fiue things requiſite, as well in a Pzea- 
cher, as in an Dit ez, The firſt,inuention to find out mate 
arguments and reaſons, to pzone and confirme euerp mat, 
ter, where vpon queſtion may ariſe. Che ſecond, diſpoſition, 
to frame and diſpeſe the matter in right oꝛder. The third, E 
locutiõ, to adozne and beautiſie the ſame with apt wozds and 
picked ſentences. The fourth, a god memozy, to p2eferne x 
keepe ſuch things as the wit hath conceived. The fift,pzenum | 
ciation, which is a moderate and ſemely behauiour, both of 
voice, geſture and countenance, with a comely motion of the 
bodie, and cractneſſe of ſpeech, ſo as the woꝛde s do agre with 
the matter, and the geſture with the minde, wherby the hca- 
rers are as much moucd and delighted, as with doarine it 
ſelf. Demoſthenes being aſked what was the firſt, ſccond, and 
third, pointes of an Oꝛatoꝛ: anſwered Pꝛonunciation: mea⸗ 
ning that art without vtterance is to ſmall purpoſe. Some 
ſpeake ſhyill, ſhozt and thicke, euerie wozde tumbling ouer 
in an others necke, much like the cackling or Jacke dawes. 
Some are fo fine and curious, as though euer ie woꝛde ſhould: 
be waighed in a ballante. Some whewle and pipe ſo ſmal, as 
though it were a pigge whining fo2 his bꝛeakefaſt. Some 
loke grimme and ſterne with the Melchmans wagge, the 
Italian chꝛugge, and the pzeciſian neuül, as thougb hes 
Lum to'fraptthe audience, And ſome ſand ſolong aboutin- 
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ſtructing the ſoules, as though they had foꝛgotten the people 
had any bodies, who doe not ſo much edifie — nu 
as a tomely, graue and moderate behauiour in voice, geſture, 
and countenance, with a cleane ſenuble tongue, to deliuer his 
wo2des plainely, diſtinctly, and modeſtly with diſcretion to 
o2der the matter aptly , pithily and bzteflie,doth beſt inflrug, 
ſwneſt pzofite,and moſt edilie. 

A AgodPzeacher alſo muſt be wiſe, circumſpec e diſcrete 
in choſing the ſerde moſt fit foꝛ the ſoyle: remembzing that as 
little childzen may not alwaies be fedde with vineger e ſharp 
ſauce, but rather with milke e werte pappe: ſo though ſome-

ther it be by waiting, reading, oꝛ ſpeaking without bak, may 

be good Pꝛeachers, though not ſo fitte foꝛ the Pulpet as thoſe 

which are indued with greater gifts: and no doubt their dili- 

Lale zi. gente in doing their beit; ſhall be accepted with the pooze wi⸗ 
dowes oblation. Though the Fletcher want ſtrength to dꝛaw 
the bow, pet is hee a ſpeciall meane to further ſhooting: 

though the Smith want ſkill to hold the plongh , pet is he a 

neccſſarie inſtrument to helpe fozward the wozke: though 

the whetſtone cannot cut of it ſelfe,yet is it needefull to make 

Carpe the Sithe : ſo, though ſome want the gift of memo⸗ 

rie and boldneſſe to inſtruck by pꝛeaching with tongue, 

pet may hee ber a pꝛoſitable member in the Chuch, by 

teaching with penne. Dur God is loning and gentle, and

can effecually teach the waie to die well, except himſelfe bee 
ſuch a one as liueth well. The Pꝛieſtes ofthe olde Lawe 
were choſen without blemiſhe, to ſignifie theyꝛ liues with- 
out blame. The Apoſtle woulde haue them well tried to 
ber honeſt men, and of god repozte, befoze they be admitted 
into that reuerend function, Ys that will pꝛoũte in teaching, 
mult laboz with both hands, oꝛ els as faſt as the one doth ga- 
ther,the other doth ſcatter:as the one doth build vp,the other 
doth pull downe: her muſt have both Vrim and Thumim, 
knowledge and vertue,perſuaſion in woꝛds, and example in 
dards, to thunder in doctrine, and ſhine in life and manners. 
True Chꝛiſtian religis conſiſteth not onely in bare pꝛeach- 
ing t dumbe hearing, but rather in deuout pꝛaping, vertuous 
liuing, 2 charitable wozking. It is naturally gratted in man 
to ſpeak holilp, pꝛaiſe god ſapings, and deſire rather to know 
much, than line well. Knowledge (no doubt) is a gadly gift, 
and a great bleſſing of God: yet knowledge without bertue, 
oz learning without god liuing, are nothing els but as trees 
without fruit. At the laſt day we ſhal not be demanded how 
much we haue knowen,bat how well w2 haue liued. What 
auapleth it a man to be able to define what faith and repen⸗ 
tance is, not feelyng Gods holy ſpirite wozking faith and re⸗ 
pentance in his heart: oꝛ to tell a faire (math tale in woꝛds, 
vet ſtammer in his derds, oꝛ to haue al the Scriptures 4 wit- 
ty ſayings of Philoſophers at pour fingers ends, x yet want 
grace to liue accoꝛdingly?oʒ how is he able to gouern others, 
that hath no power to gouerne himſelfe? Unto the vngodlp, 
ſaid God, Why doeſt thou pꝛeach my laws,oz takeſt my Te- 
ttament in thy mouth, whereas thou hateſt to be refozmed:he 
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is like him that carrieth treacle in one hand to reſiſt death, 
and poyſon in the other to take away life, A wicked liuer 
though his tongue be neuer ſo plauſible, yet the infamy ok hi 
life decayeth all his doctrine and other gifts whatſoeuer: faz ig 
one pꝛaiſe that he ſaith,a number will blame that he doth, 
A teacher without vertne , is compared to a painted fire 
without heate, oz a faire vizoz put on a defoꝛmed face: oz the 
ſhipwꝛights that made Noahes Arke to ſaue others, yet pe⸗ 
riſhed in the floudthemſelucs : oz an Idiot ſtanding by the 
ſea ſide, and ſœing ſtraungers paſſe by in daunger of the tide, 
crying vnto them, away. away, the tide cometh:who looking 
back, and ſeeing the foole ſtand ſtill, begin to ſay one to ano- 
ther, ſurely this fellow doth but ieaſt, foz if it were ſo dans 
gerous as he ſaith, he would certainly make moꝛe haſt away 
himſelke. S. Jerom ſaith, Maius eſt voluntatem Domini fa- 
cere, quam nofle. A vertuous liver though he ſay litle, yet 
is he a good pꝛeacher, a good piller of Gods Church, and a 
right Lay mans booke,whoſe honeſt life is a ſeale to con- 
firme his doctrine. | 
Gods building is compared to a ſtone wall, the Bagi, 
ſtrates t miniſters, vnto ſquared ſtones framed on each ſive, 
and the people vnto litle ones filling vp in the midſt: andif 
any of the ſhnared ſtones chaunce fo lip down, a number of 
the litle ones will follow:euen lo, if the Magiſtrate, o2 teas 
cher chaunce to fall, the people will follow after by heapes, 
pra if the one do but limpe, the other will halte right down, 
and therekoꝛe they cſpecially muſt haue their rough knobs of 
vices hewen awap, and be cloſely ioyned together with the 
moꝛter of vnitie and concoꝛd, not oncly in reſpect of them 
ſclues,but alſo of the common people, whoſe affections euen 
by nature, do giue moze credit to their eyes, then their earcs, 
and be moꝛe aptly led by example then by perſwaſton : and 
thercfoze mote auaileth dedes without moꝛdes, then wozds 
without deedes. That good Emperour Alexander Dcuerus, 
hauing ſent foz Oꝛigene to inſtruct him in Chꝛiſts religion, 
would often ſap, that the contoꝛd, humilitie, paticnce and 
charitie which he ſaw amongſt the chꝛiſtians did moꝛe moue 
aud irre him vp, to belieue that Chꝛ iſt was the _ 
od, 
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ſtons. 

To conclude, a good pꝛeacher having a good liuing, muſt 
be a good houſekæper. Peter was thꝛo times commanded to lohn 2x. 
feds his flocke, that is to ſap, by the iudgement of Saint 
Barnard, with ſoꝛnd doctrine, boneſt life, anv good hoſpita⸗ Barnard. 
litie, When John Baptid lent his Diſciples vnto Chick, n. ;, 
to aſke it it were he that ſhould come, oz that they ſuoulde 
looke foz another: he bad them goe againe and tell John. not 
onely what doctrine they had heard, but alſo what wozkes 
they had ſeene, who did both feede the loules of his ſuctpe War. 14.16 
with heauenly doctrine, and example of vertuons liuing, and = —_ 
their bodies with materiall food of barlp loaves and fiſhes, — — 
which did moꝛe win the peoples harts, then all his wonder⸗ 1. bet. 4.9 
full miracles and diuine Sermons which they ſaw and hard. Heb. 13.2 
A number in theſe daycs do beare a great name of ſingular — 
Preachers, with fine eloquent tongues: but we finde not 
thoſe good olde Parſons that were wont to pꝛeach in the plus 
rall number, by example of good vertuous liuing and chari⸗ 
table hoſpitalitie. The people do heare much, but the pee 
can not finde their old reliefe: ſaying Pꝛeachers are good, 
but doing Pꝛeachers are better, happy is that pariſh where 
both hitteth in one man. But whoſoever will marke it, 
ſhall find that a meane learned Parſon of an honeſt couuer⸗ 
ſation, keeping a good houſe in his pariſh, ſhall perſwade 
and y2ofit moze in coming to one dinner, then the beſt Dor⸗ 
toꝛ ofdininitic which kerpeth no houſe ſhall do by p2caching 
a dozen ſolemn Seryrons, And that Gentleman who tiee- 
peth a good houſe in the countrie, ſhall bee in better credit 
with the people foz his liberalitie, then the beſt Oꝛatoꝛ ez 
lawier in England fo all his eloquence, We ſce by daply 
experience, that the Commons are not ſo louing, truſtic, 
no2 obedient to their ſuperioꝛs, as they haue beene in times 
paſt: the chiefe cauſe whereof, (no doubt) is this: whereas 
heretofoꝛe they haue found good cheare to ſatiſfie their hun⸗ 
ger, they find nothing now but faire houſes, and faire woꝛds 
without either care of their cauſe,o filling of their / mawes. 
At is a true — gate of the at” — 
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hut againſt the ſubiect,there the heart ofthe ſubiec is chut a 
gainſt the Pagiſtrate. 

Touching the ponger ſoꝛt of Piniſters, it is a dangerous 
E thing foꝛ them to be ripe to ſone, pꝛeſume to benfure vpon 
5. King. 12. waightp cauſes: ſuch ſelfe willed, and ſelle learned, become 
hurtful members in the Church, Where Wiſe men can kepe 
moderation and o2der,ſuch raſh foles,thzough ignozance fal 
often into errours. It is an old Pꝛouerbe, the moze fole the 
moꝛe impudent: ignozance hath alwayes the boldeſt face: 
emptie veſſels make loudſt ſound, ſuch as haue leaſt to ſay, 
are commonly moſt bold to ſpeake:none ſo fozward as blinde 
bayard, Unſkilful Hipertian bluſhed not to trouble Percy . 

ry with his ruſticall dances,befoze whom cunning Dzpheus 

was aſhamed to tune his harpe : ſuch arrogancie ( no doubt) 

hath bin a great hinderance vnto learning. Pany mighthaue 

come to wiſedome, ik they had not thought themſelnes there 

already. There is a certaine foꝛeſight, vnto the which vnripe 

peeres can neuer come, til age b2ing diſcretion, Our iudge- 

ments are but weake,our appetites variable, our ſenſes de- 
cciuable,and our deſires bnp;ofitable:the dayes of our life are 

ſhoꝛt and euil, and the knowledge we learne in long time bn» 
pert̃ect, and ful oferrozs : fo2 as it is pꝛoper to God onely not 

to erre, ſo it is naturally giuen vnto man, ſeldome to hit the 

truth. And therefoꝛe yong men cannot be deepe of tudgment, 

becauſe wiſedome is gotten by experience, and crperience in 

long time. Truth is called the daughter or time, and time the 

mother of truth: he is wiſe that can perteiue his owne igno⸗

in another place, deſpiſe not the Sermons of ſuch! Elders as * 
baue vnderſtanding(ſayth he) but acquaint thy ſelf with their 
wiſe ſentences foꝛ of them thou ſhalt learne wiſedome ; the 
P2ophet Clay in his time thought it a thing intolerable, foz xc;,.,. 
pꝛickeared boyes to pꝛeſume againſt their elders , 02 perſons 
of low degree againſt the honozable, Wiſe Docrates conteſ⸗ 
ſed that all the time he had bene ſtudent in Athens, her had 
learned only this leſſon, to know that he knew nothing: who 
noting the heate and raſhnes of youth, affirmedit the greas 
teſt vertue in a young man to acknowledge his owne weak- 
nefſe,and to attempt nothing to much:Pithagozas iniopned 
his ſcholers to fine yeres ſilence,bcfoze they ſhould take vpon 
them to teach others: Plato maketh Sara the image of di- 
ninitie,and Agar the figure of humane ſciences,as neceſſarie 
hardmayds, wiſhing poung men to dwel verie long with A- 
gar, befoꝛe they venture vpon Sara, who will not be fruitful 
till riper y&res : a god tree is not knowen by the leaues and 
bloſſomes in ſpꝛing time, but the fruits being thꝛough ripe in 
harueſt: Chꝛiſt himſelfe remained thirtie yeeres in vertuous Luk. 3.23. 
liuing, befoꝛe he began to publiſh his doarine to the wozld:ſo 
he that will be a fruitfull teacher muſt firſt win the name of 
a god vertuous liner, As deepe waters ſme not to runne be⸗ 
cauſc of their ſtilneſſe, ſo when arte and learning is planted 
in a good vertuous nature, hee croudeth not in to vtter his 
ftuffe,til age bꝛing experience, and ſuch in time become anct- 
ent graue Fathers of pꝛofound judgement, who hauing ſkill 
to diſcerne,cunning ta inſtruct, and diſcretion to gonern,are 
men onely fit and mit fo2 ſuch a reuerend function + charge⸗ 
able office,as a publike Pzeacher is, Jt were much better foz 
the yonger ſoꝛt of Miniſters tofozbeare the Pulpet, and giue 
themſelues to diſtin reading of the holy Scriptures + godly 
homilies,and bſe catechiſing, which is a verie pꝛoſitabe kinde 
of teaching til age bꝛing diſcretion, and learne to pꝛate leſſe, 
and liue better. But they are ſo greatly delighted in hearing c nitreus. 
themſelues ſpeake, that they diſdaine publike reading of the 
holy Scriptures, and condemne it as a thing intollerable, as 
though it belongs not to the pꝛeaching of the goſpel, which is 
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nothing elie but to teach and inſtruct the people in faith ard 
god maners:and whether it be done by waiting, reading, oz 
ſpeaking without bone, ſo they be tanght, the ſpirite of God 
dweth woozke ente dually, as well by the one as the other, 
though not in like meaſure : When D Paul did waite vato 
the Romaines, no doubt he pꝛeached vats them e whenEſ(- 
2 Eſdr g. dꝛas read Yoſes law vnto the people, no doubt he p2cached 
Exod. 24. Unto them: when Warucke read Jeremies ſermons vntothe 
Deut. 31. Iſraelites, no doubt he pꝛeached Vito them: when Joſua read 
35 _ 35- the Whole law befoꝛe the congregation, no doubt he pꝛeached 
Icrem. c. Vnts them. Moyles had in euery Citie thoſe that pzcached 
Ioſua.s. him(ſayth the Euangeliſt) ſeinghe was read in the Dinas 
Act 15. 21. gogue e uery Sabboth day : the Apoſtle S. Paule exhezted 
1 T; Limothy to giue attendance, as well to reading as erhoztas 
1. Theſ g. a5 tion and dogrine, charged the Theſſalonians that his Epiſtle 
ſhould be read vnto all the bzethzen the ſaintes, & taught the 
Epheſ. 3. 4. Epheſians that by reading of his Cpiſtle, they might knowe 
his vnderſtanding in the miniſterie of Chꝛiſt. Tertullian 
calleth the reading or the Scriptures the feeding of our fayth, 
Tohn 20. the Euangeliſt ſaith, they were wꝛitten fo2 our learning that 
we might bel rue and liue, and are ſo plaine and caſte, (ſapth 
_ = the Pſalmift)that they giue light and vnderſtanding euen fg 
88 ſimple; wherein our Sauiour Chꝛiſt hath plainly reuea⸗ 
Apoc. 1. Itcd vnts vs his fathers will, and made his name manifeſt vn⸗ 
to men: happie is he that readeth (ſapth hee) and thoſe that 
2 Cor. · heare ⁊ keep? the pꝛaphecie of this boke: and it the holy ſcrip⸗ 
ures ſme darke oꝛ hidden to any ( ſaith the A poſtle) it is on⸗ 
ly to thoſe that are loſt, whõ the God of this woꝛld hath blin⸗ 
ded: and J thinke bei ely that a mans cotiſcience is moꝛe mos 
ued, better odiſied, and loundlier ſatiſficd by the onely woꝛds 
of the text diſtinctly read, then by long tedious diſcourles of 
mens inuentions, and moꝛe pꝛoſited by reading of one godly 
homely , wherein the truth is plainelp opened and pꝛoued, 
and falſe doctrine contuted, being wel penned in god Method 
and oꝛder to helpe the memoꝛie, then by a dozen of ſuch ver⸗ 
ball vnlearned and contentious ſermons, as dayly pꝛocede 
from our young fantaſt ical bpſfarts, which by wꝛeaſting, ad⸗ 
ding and diminiſhing at their pleaſure, doe rather — 
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malice and ſedition in the heartes of the hearers, then woꝛke 
any good effect, The woꝛd doth not ediſte the leſſe becauſe the 
eie ol the ſpeaker is turned downe to the booke, but rather 
the booke is a meane to kæpe his tongue within compaſſe ok 
trueth, and ſure it were much better foz the people to be but 
meanely fed with good holeſome dyet, then puft vp fatte with 
meat infected with popſon: courſe houſhold bꝛead is moze 
healthfnll then fine manchet mirt with grauell: as of ſound 
and godly knowledge with mxkeneſfle, charity, and true de- 
uotion, I wiſh they had mozethen they haue, ſo were it bet⸗ 
tex, that of ſuch knowledge as makes theſe hoat talkers and 
contenders toſwell ſo bigge, and læme ſo wiſe in their owne 
conceites, they had lefſe then they haue: they ſtarue not foz 
tolittle, but rather ſurfet with tomuch, |
